garbage rule 


The Letcher County Board of 
Health has passed a regulation 
governing the disposal of garbage 
and refuse in the county as the 
first step toward a county-wide 
clean-up campaign, 

The regulation controls the es- 
tablishment of garbage dumps 
and transportation of garbage to 
them and provides penalties of 
$10 to $100 a day for violations, 

Sanitarian Charlie Hall said no 
citations will be issued under the 
new regulation until after the 
state highway department com- 
pletes a county-wide pickup of 
trash later this month, After that, 
Hall said, violators of the regula - 
tion will be cited to appear in 
court, 

Hall said the highway department 
trucks will begin work picking up 
trash in the county about March 
15, They will make one trip a- 
long each road with a number to 
pick up trash placed near the 
road for collection and will not 
back-track, Hall said, The pick 
up will begin at the Virginia line 
on US 23, 

Hall said residents should begin 
now to place trash and garbage 
near the roadside where highway 
crews can get to it, Unemployed 
fathers® crews will assist in the 
pick-up, Hall said the garbage 
accumu lated would be unsightly 
for a few days but would be ta- 
ken away as soon as possible, 

Hall also said that anyone who 
wants to get rid of a junked car 
should notify the health depart - 
ment, The highway department 
will haul away any cars on road 
rights of way, but owners of cars 
not on the right of way must sign 

rmission for such cars to be 

auled off, 

Hall said the highway depart- 
ment trucks also will make door- 
to-door pickups of trash in all 
towns in Letcher County.

The special Burley Tobacco Ref- 
erendum will be held Thursday, 
March 10, at the Big Field Gro- 
cery in Jeremiah, The tobacco 
growers will then decide whether 
arm marketing quotas will be 
established on both an acreage 
basis and a poundage basis during 
the next three years, rather than 
on an acreage basis alone, Under 
the acreage -poundage program 
the producer will have many ad - 
vantages, the ASCS said, sa 
form of insurance against some of 
the hazards of growing tobacco, 
if less than the poundage quota 
for a farm is marketed in any 
year, the difference will be add- 
ed to the farm's quota of both a- 
creage and pounds for the next 
year, The law also provides that 


20% more than the poundage quo- 
ta for a farm can be marketed 
without penalty the first year a- 
creage-poundage quotas are in 
effect and 10% after the first year. 

To become effective, the ref- 
erendum must have a "yes" vote 
from more than two-thirds of the 
total number of voters, It would 
then be effective for the 1966, 
1967 and 1968 crops, 

If the referendum does not pass, 
the present acreage allotunent 
will remain in effect and all al- 
lotment farms not protected by 
the minimum allotment provi- 
sions will be 15% less in 1966 
than in 1965. Under the acreage- 
potacies law the allotments will 

increased 6, 3% for 1966,

OF THE KENTUCKY REVISED 
STATUTES, 


BE IT RESOLVED by the Board 
of Health of Letcher County: 

1. As used in this Regulation: 

(a) "GARBAGE" means putres- 
cible animal and vegetable waste, | 

(b) "REFUSE" means all putres- | 
cible and nonputrescible solid 
waste (except body wastes) in- 
cluding garbage, rubbish, street 
cleanings, and solid market 
wastes 

(c) "DUMP" means any place 
where an accumulation of refuse 
or garbage is deposited. 


2. No person, firm or corpor- 
ation, municipal or otherwise, 
shall establish a public or pri- 
vate dump in Letcher County un- 
less the site has first been ap- 
proved by the Letcher County 
Health Department, Approval or 
disapproval shall be based upon 
generally accepted public health 
standards. which shall inc mde 
among other things the poracity of 
the soil, the proximity of any 
lake or stream or water supply 
and the proximity to concentrat- 
ed areas of population, 


Any person, firm or com - 
oration who operates a public or 
private dump in Letcher County 
shall dispose of all garbage and 
refuse by: 

(1) Incineration in an approved 
incinerator, 

(2) An approved method of 
burial, 
(3) an approved type sanitary 
land-fill; or any other method 
approved by the Letcher County
